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SUMflARY 


A  record-'breaking  volume  of  milk  and  milk  products  sold  from  farms,  and  the 
highest  average  level  of  prices  for  dairy  products  since  1930,  comlDined  their  in- 
fluence to  make  1941  a  "banner  income  year  for  the  Nation's  farmers  who  produce  milk 
and  milk  products  for  sale.    The  cash  farm  income  from  milk,  cream,  and  home-made 
hutter  amounted  to  $1,896,837,000  in  1941  to  surpass  the  previous  high  in  1929  "by 
some  58  million  dollars  and  the  1940  figure  "by  fully  25  percent*    The  milk  utilized 
for  dairy  products  consumed  "by  the  farm  family  on  farms  where  produced  v;as  valued 
at  $401,843,000»    Gross  farm  income  from  milk  and  milk  products,  which  includes 
"both  the  cash  sales  and  the  value  of  products  consumed  on  farms  where  produced, 
totaled  $2,298,680,000  in  1941,  compared  with  $1 , 87S, 621 , 000  in  1940, 

In  terms  of  milk  equivalent, farmers  in  this  country  increased  the  commercial 
output  of  their  milking  herds  "by  nearly  6  "billion  pounds  over  that  in  1940,  without 
materially  reducinf  the  farm  use  of  milk  for  products  consumed  "by  the  household  and 
feeding  calves.    Most  of  this  increase  was  delivered  to  plants  and  dealers  in  the 
form  of  wholesale  milk  to  supply  the  additional  volume  of  v;hole  milk  needed  for 
expanding  city  fluid  consumption  and  for  the  larger  factory  outturn  of  cheese  and 
condensery  products  required  "by  the  f ood-f or-f reedom  program.    Prices  received  "by 
farmers  for  dairy  products  in  1941  rose  sharply  ahove  those  in  1940,  especially  in  • 
the  last  half  of  the  year.    The  greatest  price  increase  was  in  milk  for  manu- 
facturing purposes  which  represents  about  half  of  the  milk  sold  at  wholesale  "by 
farmers,  "but  other  dairy  products  also  reflected  the  higher  price  level.  Returns 
to  farmers  per  100  pounds  of  milk  utilized  for  com'bined  sales  of  milk,  cream,  ard 
farm  butter  averaged  $2.02  in  1941,  the  highest  of  the  current  decade,  but  lower 
than  in  any  of  the  years  from  1924  through  1930.

Ifxth  anmial  nilk  production  per  cow  reaching  a  nei-;  high  level  and  vrith  niUt 
cov;  numbers  approaching  the  pre-drou^at  peak,  the  ajnoiint  of  milir  produced  on  farms 
in  the  United  States  in  1941  vxas  by  a  considerable  margin  the  highest  yearly  produc- 
tion ever  obtained.    Estimates  shovm  by  States  on  page  10  place  the  quantity  of 
milk  produced  on  farms  in  1941  at  115.5  billion  pouads.    The  1941  production  of  868 
pounds  of  milk  for  each  person  in  the  United  States  is  the  highest  in  the  18-year 
period  for  v/hich  estimates  are  available  and  7  percent  higher  tlian  average  for  the 
1931-40  period. 

The  average  number  of  milk  cov/s  on  farms  during  1941,  estimated  at  24,357,000 
head  was  nearly  3  percent  higlier  than  in  1940  but  was  still  several  percent  short  of 
the  record  number  in  1934.    Milk  cow  numbers  have  been  on  the  upgrade  for  3  consecu- 
tive years  and  present  prospects  point  toward  a  continuation  of  the  upv/ard  trend  in 
milk  covrs  during  the  next  year  or  two.    Annual  milk  production  per  cov;  in  1941, 
estimated  at  4,742  pounds  is  about  2^  percent  higher  than  in  1940  and  an  all-time 
record.    An  excellent  pasture  season  in  the  T/estern  tv/o-thirds  of  the  country, 
liberal  supplies  of  feed  grains  on  farms  in  most  areas,  and  xuausually  good  prices 
for  dairy  products  encouraged  farmers  to  push  their  covrs  for  heavy  production  by 
bet ter-than -usual  feeding  and  care.     In  all  States  total  milk  production  in  1941  v/as 
as  high  or  higher  than  in  1940,  but  largest  increases  vrere  apparent  in  V/isconsin, 
the  Great  Plains  Area,  and  in  scattered  States  of  the  South  and  I/est. 

Parm  butter  production  continued  to  decrease,  and  in  1941  onlj'-  about  395 
million  povmds  were  churned  on  farms,  the  smallest  amount  since  the  Civil  7ar.  In 
the  llorth  Central  and  Ifestern  States  where  relatively  little  butter  is  made  on  farms, 
production  declined  sharply  from  that  in  1940.     In  the  South,  hoi/ever,  where  milking 
herds  of  1  to  3  covrs  are  the  rule  and  the  production  of  home-made  butter  utilizes  a 
substantial  proportion  of  the  milk,  the  increased  production  of  railk  on  farms  in 
1941  resulted  in  churning  being  maintained  at  about  last  year's  level*

Of  the  115.5  "billion  potuids'of  milk  pj-oduced  on  farms  in  1941,  93,7  'billion 
pounds,  or  81  percent,  were  sold  oy  utilized  in  the  preparation  of  dairy  products 
for  sale,  v/hile  the  remaining  21,8  billion  pounds,  or  19  percent,'  were  used  for 
various  purposes  on  farms  v/here  produced.    Of  the.  dairy  products  sold  by  farmers, 
milk  delivered"  in  wholesale  lots  to  plants  and  dealers  was  "by  a  considorablo  margin 
the  most  important  in  1941,    In  recent,  years  this  form  of  sale  has  gradually'' become 
more  important  a,s  "emphasis  on  factory  output  has  shifted  to  products' utilizing  all 
the  constituents  of  milk  rather  than  buttorfat  alone  and  in  line  with  the  grad-ur^ily 
increasing,  fluid  milk  requirements  of  the  expanding  urban  population^     In  1941  ovor 
52  billion- pounds,  or  about  45  percent  . of  the. total  farm  production  wcro  sold  as 
wholesale  milk,    liilk  skimmed' on  farms  .for  sale  as  cream  to  be  used  principalis''  for 
making  butter  was  the  second  ipost  importo.nt  farm  outlet  for  milk,  uti,lizing  over  34 
billioh  pounds,  or.  nearly  30  percent  of  the  total  production..   Eetail  deliveries  of 
milk  and  cream  by  fo,rmcrs  absorbdd  nearly  6  billion  pQunds  of.  milk  in-  1941,  while 
the  churning  of  home-made  butter  'for  sale  off  .the  farm  accounted  for  a  little  over 
a  billion  pounds  of  milk,    ■  '  , 

In  the  densely  populated  North  Atlantic  region 'where  fluid  consumption '•re- 
quirements a,rG  heavy,  most  of  'the*  milk  produced  for  commercial  purposes  was  sold 
as  whole  milk.    As 'shown  by  States  on  page  11,  wholesale  dclivorioo  to  plants  o,nd 
dealers  represented  the  bulk  of  the  whole  milk  sales  in  this  area,  although  con- 
siderable milk  was  retailed  by  /armors  directly  to  consumers  in  some  acctions.  .  In 
the  northern  States,  between  the  Appalachian  Range  and  the,  liissi ssippi  Hivcr, 
deliveries  of  wholesale  milk  have  in  recent  years  ha,d  a  fair  margin  over  crcan  soles 
as  the  most  important  farm  dairy  product  sold.     In  1941,  particularly  the  last  half 
of  the  year,  a  further  trend  in  this  direction  resulted  from  price  spreads  favoring 
the  delivery  of  whole  milk  rather  than  cream.

In  the  great  ITorth  Central  "butter  producing  region  lying  vest  ^pf  t3ae 
Mississippi' River,  ;  ncireased  •;^-ro  duct  ion  of  raillc  resulted  in  larger  maricetings  "of 
cream  "by  farmers  .in  1C41,    Mnny  of  tlie  producers  in  this  area  a.re  v/idely  scattered 
smd  TDe cause  :of  ' t-ransportat ion  prolDlems  or  inadequate  plant  facilities  for  liandling 
whole  milk,  vrere  uhaiDle  to  shift  to  deliveries  of  that  i^roduct. 

In  the  South  v/holesale  deliveries  of  nilk  r-nd  cream  v;ere  nuch  increased  in 
1941  but  in  mast  States  of  this  area  represented  only  from  a  loxirth  to  a  lialf  of 
the  milk  produced.    In  the  V/est,  particularly  in  Idaho,  Utah,  Washin^'ton,  Oregon, 
and  California,  the  1941  sales  of  wholesalQ  milk  from  farms  vrere  markedly  higher  . 
tloan  in  1940,  but  cream  deliveries  totaled-only  about  the  same  or  someirhat  less.  . 

Over  three-fifths  of  the  ITation's  cash  farm  income  from  dairy  products  in 
1941  was  derived  from  the  v/holesale  milk  delivered  by  farmers.    T'he  52.2  billion 
pomds  of  wholesale  nilk  sold  at  an  average  price  of  $2.18  por  100  powids  returned 
$1,139,165,000  to  the  nearly  a  million  farmers  v/ho  market  milk  in  this  way.  Income 
from  this  product  was  almost  a  third  greater  than  in  1940  and  exceeded  one  billion 
dollars  for  the  first  time  in  history.    Cream  sold  by  farmers,  containing  nearly 
l.o  billion. pounds  of  butterfat,  brought  $439,859,000  into  the  farm  pocket book  in 
1941.    A  4  percent  greater  volume  of  sales  and  a -22  percent  higher  price  resulted 
in  the  income  from  cream  sales  in  1941  increiising  fully  a  fourth  over  that  in  1940. 
Retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers  directly  to  consumers  in  1941  utilized 
less  milk  than  in  1940  but  the  cash  returns  of  $297,128,000  were  somev;hat  higher 
than  in  the  previous  year  as  the  result  of  higher  retail  prices  for  milk.  Home-made 
butter  sold  by  farmers,  v/hich  has  been  declining  in  amount  for  some  years,  returned 
$20,685,000  to  prpdacers  in  1941,  as  the.  :result  of  68  million  potuids  sold  at  an 
average  price  of  30.4  cents  per  pound. 

As  shown  by  estimates  on  page  13,  Wisconsin,  with  more  tha.n  230  million 
dollars,  led  all  States  in  the  cash  -farm  income  from  dairy  products.    Hew  York  v/as- 
second  with  180  million  dollr.rs,  follov/ed  in  order  by  Pennsylvania,  Minnesota,  and 
California,  all  of  vrhich  had  a  cash'  "income  .from  milk  and  milk  products  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  115  million  dollars.    ■  '  .. 

^  The  value  of  daii^y  products  constuned  in  households  on  farms  vrhere.  produced 
tended  to  be  highest  in  the  South  where  tha. rural  ijopulation  is, large  s.nd  v:here 
home-made  butter  is  still'  iarportaht  in  the  -diet  of  the  farm  family.    In  this  area 
the  •unit  value  of  dairy  products  also  tends'  to  be  high  because  the  limited  amounts 
of  da'iry  products  available  for  sails  are  utilized  for  higher  priced  products,  par- 
ticularly retail  milk.    Te::as  led  all  States  in  the  value  of  dairy  products  consumed 
on  farms  where  produced,  follov;ed  by  Ho rth  Carolina, .  Alabama,  Greorgla,  Tennessee  and 
Virginia,    Ranking  States  in  gross  iTarm  income  from,  dairy  products,  which  combines 
the  cash  income  vrith  the  value  of  the  products  cons-Umed  on  farms  where  produced,  were 
much  the  same  as  for  cash  income.  • 

Average  returns  to  farmers  per  100  p.bunds  of  milk  utilized  in  dairy  products 
sold  shov;ed  iiride  variations  between  States  depending  upon  the  kind  of  dairy  product 
sold,  upon  the  relative  level  of  prices  for  individual  products -in  different  sections 
of  the  co-untry  and  to  some  degree  upon  the  test  of  milk  produced.    As  shovai  on 
page  13,  average  returns  v;e,re  hi^^hest  in  Florida,  tiassachusetts ,  Connecticut,  and 
Hevr  Jersey,  all  of  which  are  deficit  milk  producing  States.    Lowest  average  returns 
were  obtained  in  the  Dairot as  where  sour  cream  for  mai:ing  btitter  constitutes  the  bulk 
of  the  farm  sales  of  d^ilry  products.
